As to the population of ihut 
vast mountain region from Penn¬ 
sylvania t<» Alahamn, a fernt ry 
as large ns the Gorman Empire, 
the hesi eatimutes I have seen 
placed it two million, six hundred 
thousand. That was seven years 
ago. Since than the population 
has largely increasoed. Iff this 
the good Bishop snya: 

“At least thrne-fourtlis or four- 
fifths are well fed. well clothed, 
well housed mid reasonably well 
ltd non ted and •vengalizeil." Doubt¬ 
less this in true of the hroud val¬ 
leys and towns lie tiiiines, which 
tlO not contain half this popula¬ 
tion; but so far as my observation 
ex suds, it is far from the truth 
coiicftrning the great mass of the 
mountaineers. Indeed the inhab¬ 
itants of Knoxville, Chattanooga. 
Bristol and the valleys, are not 
mountaineers. Kew of them ever 
livsilm the mountains 

Mv own eatiir.ate is that one- 
third of all the people living ill 
the mountains are neither well 
fed, nor well clothed, well housed 
nor well educated and evengtlixml. 

If he C"uld see the reports of MO 
mission teachers and preacln-ra of 
our Society, laboring in all these 
states I e would learn. 

And naxt tu the Cuinherlauda of 
Kentucky, the Tciuiesso moun¬ 
tains are probably the most needy 
and tieglectsd. Tens of thousands 
of these poor people are living be- 
y* nd nil means of grace nr hopes 
• f glory. Tens of thousands never 
saw a church or heard a sermon 
they cmilil understand. 

lint adnnttiug the Bishop’s esti¬ 
mate of two hundred and fiftv 
thousand of such people without 
the gospel—he calls them “debas¬ 
ed and besotted souls." to which I 
enter mv earnest protest They 
urs neither debased nor besottml 
Such people may he found, as he 
saya, in the slums of cities and 
within reach of churches and 
preachers, hut not in the moun¬ 
tains. But admitting that only 
2fi0,l)0t> were without the gospel.
